Domestic Exports of Meats and Fats. 

Domestic exports of meats and meat pro- 
ducts, and of animal oils and fats for the 
month of November as well as for the first 
eleven months of the present calendar year 
were for the latter period 20 per cent and 
4 per cent smaller in value, respectively, for 
meats and fats, when compared with the 
first elven months of 1923. 

The average export value of meat and 
meat products shipped from the United 
States for the eleven months period ending 
Novemher, 1924, was 14.02 cents per pound 
as compared with 14.53 cents per pound, the 
average value of these procucts exported 
from the United States during the same per- 
iod of 1923, a relative decrease of 0.51 cents 


per pound. 

The decrease in volume of meat and meat 
products exported has been largely due to 
decreased shipments of hams and shoulders, 
bacon and lard,—the largest decrease noted 
was in bacon. 

Animal oils and fats exports from the 
United States for the first eleven months of 
this year while slightly less in volume than 
for the same period last year are in point of 
value approximately two million dollars 
greater. This is due to a larger per unit ex- 
port value of oils and fats this year when 
compared with last year.

The Value of Manure. 

What’s manure worth? A test conducted 
for 21 years by the Ohio experiment station 
has shown it to have a value of $2.92 a ton 
if allowed to stand out for three months be- 
fore being hauled to the fields and spread, 
and $3.45 a ton where hauled to the fields 
as produced. These values are based on in- 
creased crop yields over the 21-year period. 
On richer soil perhaps manure would not 
have as much value, but the figures indicate 
that it is worth careful use most anywhere. 
The time was when some corn belt farmers 
regarded manure as a nuisance. That day 
is past, never to return. And its value will 
be appreciated more and mote as time goes 
on. The manure spreader has come to be 
just about as necessarv a part of the farm 
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equipment as the plow. With it the mam 
is spread evenly, it is more likely to be gt 
out on time, and a lot of back-breaking woll 
is saved.

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The Ratio of the Meat Supply and Demand 


I have been asked to give a 
short talk on “The Ratio of Supply 
and Demand for Live Stock and 
Meat Products.” Now, ratio— only | ; ; 
means relationship, and in this case it means the relationship be- 
tween the supply of meat for your table and the rate at which that 
supply is being produced on the farms of the nation. 

In the 35 years from 1850 to about 1885 the number of people 
in the United States increased rapidly and in that time the popula- 
tion was nearly tripled. The number of farm animals from which 
our meat comes also grew in those years step by step with the 
growing population. In 1885 we had the interesting coincidence 
that while our human population was about 60 million, the number 
of cattle was about 60 million, the number of sheep approximately 
60 million, and the number of hogs also about 60 million. That is, 
there was a steer, a sheep, and a hog for every man, woman and 
child in the country. On January 1st of the present year there was 
one steer and one hog for 
each two inhabitants and one

bined with the increase in prosper- 
ity, resulted in an increase of ap- 
proximately twenty pounds per 
capita in the consumption of pork 
between 1921 and 1924. Veal and mutton were consumed at about 
the same rates as in 1907, but the consumption of beef was about 
15 pounds per capita less. 

Have you ever thought of the rate at which the population of 
this country is increasing? On January 1, 1925, the population was 
estimated to be 113 million. The yearly increase is now between 
one and a half and two million people. That is, from the business 
man’s point of view, every four years we add to the number of our 
consumers the equivalent of the entire population of Belgium, the 
little country that has the densest population in Europe. From the 
live stock man’s point of view it means that every passing year we 
need an additional quantity of meat equal to the yield of about 200,- 
000 cattle, 187,000 sheep and lambs and about one million hogs. 
This phase of our marketing 
possibilities is not often given 


sheep for each three persons. 

Leaving exports cut of 
the question and taking the 
figures that I have just given 
at their face value, we are to- 
day orly producing for evely 
person in the countiv rela- 
tively about one-half the 
number of meat animals that 
were being produced foity 
years ago. But the figuics 
are by no means so startling 
as they may appear. The 
reason is that improved 
methods of breeding and 
feeding have hastened the 
maturity of meat animals, so 
that there is a more 1apid 
turnover of live stock pro- 
duct. Thus the same number

the attention it deserves. 

I ought also to mention 
here that live stock produc- 
tion is very closely related to 
our crop. production. Dr. 
John 'R. Mohler, Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, 
United States Department of 
Agriculture, speaking recent- 
ly of the importance of live 
phir in our national economy 
said: 

“The United States con- 
tains the largest corn-produc- 
ing region in the world, yet 
the human population uses 
only about one-tenth of that 
crop directly as food. The 
public appetite much prefers 
to use the corn crop in the 
form of juicy steaks and sav-

of animals today would really 
represent a larger meat sup- 
ply. Then it is worth noting 
that the greatest decline in ; 
the last forty years has taken place in sheep, which normally yield 
only a small quantity of meat per animal—frequently under 50 
pounds, as compared with about 500 pounds for beef steers and 160 
pounds per hog. ; 

_ By 1907, when the population of the United States was 85 mil- 
lion, the yearly consumption of meat had dropped to 165 pounds 
per person—the same figure it is interesting to note as it was in 
1924. For thirteen years after 1907, that is, until 1920, the per cap- 
ita consumption of meat varied usually between 150 and 140 pounds. 
Then came a rapid upward swing, thanks chiefly to the great pro- 
duction of pork following the war. We should probably have seen 
no vreat change in meat consumption had there not been the extra- 
ordinary increase in the number of hogs on farms during 1922, 1923 
and 1924. The great production during those years made pork so 
plentiful that it wholesaled in general at very little advance over 
pre-war prices. In some cases prices were considerably below pre- 
war levels. Even now they are still relatively low. This fact, com-

ory hams. Through the stock- 
man’s skill our domestic ani- 
mals are becoming gradually 
more efficient in converting coarse feed into refined and concen- 
trated products.” 

As has been indicated, the production of live stock, especially 
hogs, is linked up very closely with the corn crop. The producer 
figures it takes about 11 bushels of corn to make 100 pounds of 
pork. Ordinarily, I think, the producer finds he makes more money 
by feeding corn and selling it as pork than he does by selling it as 
corn. When there is a big crop of corn and the price is low, farm- 
ers usually feed most of their corn. As a consequence, the produc- 
tion of hogs is greatly expanded following large corn crops. ‘When 
the corn crop is short and the price so high that the farmer figures 
11 bushels of corn sold as such will bring more than 100 pounds of 
pork, he may sell his corn and raise fewer pigs. 

You may be wondering how this ratio of supply and demand 
that I am talking about is affected by the weather. Well, it’s this 
way: Unfavorable weather means a poor corn crop, and a poor corn 
crop means that the farmer will raise fewer (Continued on page 14

burg, Iowa, and a glance at the pedigree of Elwood shows that his 
winnings were not a mere chance for the bluest of blue blood flowed 


in his veins. The great Earl Marshall that holds the record for sir- 


ing prize winners appears as 
the great grandsire, Baden Lad, 
10th Laird of Estill, Earl Eric 
of Ballindalloch, Prince Ito, and 
Black Woodlawn and a score of 
other noted bulls appear in this 
pedigree and it was the blending 
together of the blood of these 
noted animals that won the su- 
preme test on the block. 

“In the spring of 1923 I 
visited Howard Nicholas’ farm 
at Williamskurg and kcught the 
calf later known as Elwood fo1 
the College. That fall he was 
taken to the International as a 
senior calf, but for some reason 
or other he did not meet with 
the approval of the judge and 
was not placed in the money, 
although a good many Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders felt that 
he was the best calf in the ring. 
Last fall he was taken back 
again, where he won fifth in the 
open class, third on foot in the 
slaughter contest and first and 
championship on the carcass. 
The total prize money won by 
Elwood was $185.00 and the car- 
cass sold for $241.80.

South Dakota Live Stock Outlook Favorable. 

Rather bright prospects for the hog pro- 
ducer, somewhat higher prices for beef cat- 
tle, and a warning against great expansion 
in the dairy industry, are the outstanding 
facts brought out in a report on the live 
stock situation for 1925 just issued by the 
farm economics department at South Dako- 
ta State Cellege. 

The report is based on the “Agricultural 
Outlook for 1925” recently published by the 
United States Department of Agriculture 
with interpretations to meet South Dakota 
conditions, and is given to aid those farmers 
who wish to balance their agricultural pro- 
duction in light of probable demands for 
next year. 

“Hog producers enter 1925 with 18 per 
cent fewer hogs than a year ago and every 
indication points to higher prices during the 
next eighteen months than at any time since 
1920,” the report states. “Six to eight mil- 
lion fewer pigs will be born next spring than 
last spring. Fewer sows will farrow next 
fall than farrowed last fall if producers re- 
spond to the unfavorable reaction of corn 
and hog prices as they have done in the 
past. Breeding plans should be based not 
on present price relations but on the rela- 
tions that are expected to prevail when the 
pigs are ready for market. 

“If the recent high price of corn stimu- 
lates some increase in acreage, even with a 
yield per acre as low as that of 1924, the 
total production would be somewhat greater 
in 1925. The number of live stock has been 
so greatly reduced since a year ago that ev- 
en an average yield of corn would prove 
more than enough for all ordinary feeding 
demands. Should there be a large yield of 
corn with the reduced demand, considerably 
lower corn prices would result. 

“These facts indicate that the chances are 
in favor of fall pigs proving profitable 
enough to justify some expansion in sows 
bred for fall farrowing above the number 
last year. 

“Prices for beef cattle in 1925 should av- 
erage somewhat higher than for 1924,” ac- 
cording to the College economists. “The in- 
dustry is gradually working into a more fav- 
orable position due. to the relation of beef 
to competing commodities, especially pork, 
to improved industrial conditions, and in no 
small measure to the cattleman’s own sac- 
rifices. Market receipts will probably be 
somewhat smaller than in 1924. All condi- 
tions indicate that the long time outlook for 
the industry is even more favorable. In a 
word, the sun of hope for the cattleman 
seems to be in sight but it is still on the 
horizon and will probably not reach the zen- 
ith until several years hence.” 

As a war legacy, the farm economists 
point out that the beef industry has been 
suffering from over production during the 
last five years. The demand in this country 
has not been sufficient to consume the quan- 
tity of beef produced at prices remunerative 
to the cattleman. The trend to a more nor- 
mal production has been shown by a market 
shift from beef cattle to dairying and to 
sheep, particularly during the last two years. 
As compared with 1923, nearly 600,000 fewer 
cattle and calves were returned from market 
centers to the country for finishing, al- 
though receipts were the largest since 1919. 
This resulted in an increase of 6.3 per cent 
in the number of cattle and calves slaughter- 
ed over 1923. During the last half of the 
vear most cattle sold below the cost of pro- 
duction. Basic areas have been producing at 
a loss and a downward trend in numbers, to- 
gether with a decided lowering in quality is

DOES YOUR FREIGHT AGENT 
KNOW ABOUT THE HALF RATE? 

Not all the Railway Agents in the country are aware of the 
conditions of the new freight rates as they apply to the shipping 
of pure bred cattle. Your agent may turn you down at first but do 
not accept his word as final, ask him to appeal to the head of his 
department of instructions as to the application of this new rul- 
ing. A letter just at hand from a breeder in Iowa advises that his 
agent refused to accept a bull last week on the new schedule de- 
claring that the new rate applied only to pure bred stock to be 
shown at the International. This is not the case. The new rate ap- 
plies on stock shipped for breeding purposes, but only when the cer- 
tificate of registration is attached to the bill of lading. This rate 
is effective in Iowa, Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Nebraska, South 
Dakota, Wisconsin and Wyoming. Since the original announcement 
giving the names of these states other states have adopted the rate 
also. The freight must be prepaid and the minimum charge is $7.00 
on a single animal. Those who have been refused the benefi: of 
this rate should apply for a refund on the amount of the overcharge. 
It is not the intention of any of the railway systems adopting this 
rate to apply any other rate when the requirements of the new ar- 
rangement are met. Inform your agent that such a rate is in effect 
and demand that it be applied whenever you make a shipment.

| Best Selection of Cattle 
For Market 


Getting dollars out of quality not numbers 
should be the purpose of the range cattle 
producer, according to James Wallace of 
Washington, D. C., cattle grading expert 
sent out by the Department of Agriculture, 
who is giving demonstrations on the 1anches 
of the mountain states in line with the ef- 
fort of the department to improve market- 
j ractices. 
ihe first demonstration in the state was 
given before students of Colorado agricul- 
tural college and Larimer county ranchmen 
at the college foothills pasture. The follow- 
ing day there was another demonstration 
before the Larimer County Stock Giowels 
association at the McNey ranch near Liver- 

re. 

The Department of Agriculture, through 
this grading work is stressing the marketing 
side of beef production,” said Wallace, in 
opening the demonstration. “We are not 
going to look at the herd to pick out the 
pretty cows, but we’ll pick them for beef. 
The consumer is willing to pay a good price 
for certain cuts and if we want to stay in 
the business it will be up to us to raise the 
eattle that carry the largest percentage of 
desirable cuts of beef. Now as we go over 
these cows we will do it with an eye that is 
to tell us what kind of calves they will pro- 
duce, when sired by pure bred bulls, that 
will develop into the most good beef at the 
lowest net cost.” : 

Mr. Wallace told the cattle raisers that he 
had spent several months in New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston and other consuming mar- 
kets studying selling practices. “Seventy 
per cent of the beef in these markets,” he 
said, “is now sold as cuts and not as car- 
casses.” He urged producers to study their 
herds so that they can grade the animals on 
a percentage basis; that is with a view to 
getting paid on the basis of desirable cuts 
of beef and not on weight alone. 

“The producer who sells his cattle in bulk 
gets paid on the basis of the poor animals 
in the bunch,” said Mr. Wallace. “He is 
penalized on the maiket because he puts the 
desirable and the undesilable cattle togeth- 
er. The buyer sees only the poor ones when 
he makes his bid. Sorting and grading ac- 
cording to market demands will solve the 
problem.”

New Top Price for Baby Beeves. 
Reflecting the urgent local killing demand 
for light yearling steers and heifers, and 
contrasting shaiply with the rather slow 


outlet for heavier steers, a load of 24 mixed 
yearling steers and heifers, baby beeves, av- 
eraging 728 pounds, sold at $11.75 a hun- 
dred pounds at the Kansas City stockyards 
today, a new top for the year on that class 
of cattle. They were owned and fed by &£. 
A. Latzke & Son of Junction City, Kans., and 
were of their own raising. They have been 
on feed since October. The Farmers Union 
Livestock Commission Company sold them 
to Armour & Co.—Kansas City Star. 

Just to show what the Aberdeen-Angus 
are doing in Kansas, Messrs. E. A. Latzke & 
Son, of Junction City, supplied the above 
clipping and made the following comment: 
“These calves were all Aberdeen-Angus and 
were on feed 120 days. We did not think 
that they-were quite ripe, however they eas- 
ily made the top. They were all sired by 
Blackbird Pyramid 323491 and one of his 
sons so they run very even in type and con- 
formation. We kept out ten of the best 
heifers and bulls for breeding stock, other- 
wise we perhaps could have made a better 
record. We are now using Kass Marshall 
351905, a son of Ear] Marshall, so we think 
our coming crop of calves will be quite an 
improvement over the last one. We only 
find one thing wrong with our bull sales— 
they do not come along and mature fast 
enough to take care of the demand.” 

This bull shortage is apparent all along 
the line and is the one great factor pointing 
toward better cattle prices.

Purdue Buys New Aberdeen-Angus Bull. 

The Purdue herd of Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle recently received an addition which 
should insure many future successes in the 
show ring. In December Dean J. H. Skin- 
ner and Prof. Gobble attended the sale of 
Esher and Ryan, of Manning, Iowa, and pur- 
chased a new bull, Bar Marshall 6th 369881. 
This bull was calved October 7, 1922, and his 
breeding is enough like that of Blackbird 
Prince 4th and Black Monarch 6th (two Pur- 
due bulls which sired grand champion 
steers), that his blood should blend well with 
the cows in our herd and produce another 
grand champion steer for the university. 

Purdue has a very high class Aberdeen- 
Angus herd which has been built up by the 
use of high class bulls, so in order to con- 
tinue this improvement an exceptional indi- 
vidual was wanted, one who has good indi- 
vidual characteristics and also a good pedi- 
gree. 

In individuality this bull is of such a type 
that he ought to improve the faults of the 
cows in our herd. He is very deep and 
blocky, smooth in the shoulders, wide across 
the back and loin, and wide and heavy in the 
hind quarters. In fact, he would be a very 
good individual for any herd. 

His sire is Earl Marshall, a famous bull 
whose get has taken first in the Get of Sire 
class at the International for the past seven 
years. His grandsire, who appears both on 
the sire’s and dam’s side of the pecigree, al- 
so led a string of winners, his get winning 
in the Get of Sire class at Chicago four 
times; and that bul]’s_ sire, who appears 
three times in this pedigree, won in the Get 
of Sire class once. Thus, out of 23 years of 
the International Live Stock Show to date, 
the ancestors of this bull have won the Get 
of Sire class 12 times. The past four grand 
champion Aberdeen-Angus bulls were half 
brothers to Bar Marshall 6th. The grandam 
and great grandam of our new bull were 
each grand champion Aberdeen-Angus cows 
at the International. ; f 

With his remarkable individuality and this 
pedigree, Bar Marshall 6th should indeed 
help greatly in bringing our Aberdeen-An- 
gus herd to a higher standing than it has 
ever had.—Feb. Purdue Agriculturist.

Meat Croquettes made of meat and some 
starchy material like bread crumbs, cracker 
crumbs or rice are other familiar examples 
of meat combined with starchy materials. 
There are many other familiar combinations, 
which space prevents our discussing here. 


RECIPES. 


Beef Pie 

Cut cold cooked beef into dice and reheat 
in gravy or in Brown Sauce. Season with 
grated onion, salt, pepper, and Worcester- 
shire and add a few diced carrots. Line a 
buttered baking-dish with biscuit crust, put 
in the meat, cover with crust, gash, brush 
with beaten egg, and bake until thoroughly 
done. Serve very hot in the same dish. 

French Beef Pie. 

Run through the meat-chopper one pound 
of cold cooked beef, season with salt and 
pepper, and add two hard-boiled eggs chop- 
ped fine. Moisten with gravy or stock, put 
into a baking-dish, and spread with a thick 
layer of highly seasoned mashed potatoes 
which have been mixed to a soft paste with 
milk and butter. Sprinkle with crumbs, dot 
with butter, and bake. Serve in the baking- 


dish. 
Beef Pot Pie. 

Use stewing beef and have it cut up. Cov- 
er with cold water, add three or four slices 
of salt pork or bacon, a sliced onion, and salt 
and pepper to taste. Cook for two hours or 
longer if necessary. Thicken the cooking 
liquid with flour rubbed smooth with a little 
cold stock. Prepare a rich biscuit dough, 
roll thin, and line a buttered baking-dish 
with it. Pour in the meat and gravy, cover 
with biscuit crust, gash the top, and bake. 
Pin a napkin around the baking-dish and 
serve.

PART XVIII. 
The Story of William Resumed. 
His Apprenticeship. 

We have seen William in Aberdeen, during his too 
short college experience, of which, indeed, we get but 
a glimpse, that is, of his presence in the class rooms, 
without any impressions relating to his teachers of 
studies. He makes one bare allusion to his classic 
studies when he wrote down in the brief daily jot- 
tings he attempted, even these possibly with an effort, 
that at a certain date he “had got a new Virgil.” 
The fact that the Christian names of his fellow stu- 
dents, when set down, in the brief records of the 
games and battles recorded, were given in Latin and 
that he once uses the term mater reflects perhaps 
the extent of the influence of the classic spirit. The 
end of the session of 1821 saw him at home we may 
assume determined to follow the steps of his father 
and not seek any further acquaintance with a college 
curriculum which had no attractions for him. That 
he was a careless student he admits later in life when 
he declared he “regretted to this day my inattention 
when at school and college.” But if one is not in- 
clined to be studious and absorbent of the subjects 
taught in the class rooms, nothing will overcome the 
disinclination. His father, he tells us, wanted him 
to go in for one of the professions—there was none, 
that appealed to him the veterinary, or that devot- 
ing itself to the cure of animals’ ails, might have 
attracted him, and it was as yet non-existent. So, 
when he went home and had been remonstrated with 
by his father and mother, too, we may presume, he 
remained obdurate and a country life he would fol- 
low. He would be a cattle dealer only. There be- 
ing nothing else for him, then, we may assume that 
he went to work willingly on the farm to undergo 
that apprenticeship checked out for him by his father 
and that he always considered essential to one who 
would be a “‘practical’’ farmer. Practical experience 
was everything—there was nothing else then, no 
“Science with Practice,” in the agricultural art—art 
it was, a handicraft guided by a sort of seasonal 
soil sense. It meant hard manual labour and not 
dainty manipulation of test tubes, seed pots or of soil 
or manure or fertilizer analysis. There were certain 
broad and basic principles, however, that seemed to 
be in his early career applicable; but the real guide 
and teacher was experience, the experience of the con- 
duct and habit of the growth of crops treated in 
time honored approved way on different soils; all 
turning out good or bad according to the providence 
of the season and the instinctive culture of the hus- 
bandman. 

So he went into the stable, became one of ‘“‘the 
men,” and doing his turn with them at everything as 
it came along. Ploughing, scything, shawing, hoeing, 
stacking and cattle tending he had all to conquer. 
He became one of the smartest horsemen, his pair the 
pride of the parish; and his ploughing was we may 
assume also passable, turning many a first furrow 
to add to the “arable” acreage. He ‘‘cut two har- 
vests” while mastering the other field operations. He 
was a close observer, too, and went among the men, 
not to be one of them, but to learn their ways and 
methods. He had, as son of the laird, many diver- 
sions, with his gun and dog and mare. He got off 
on suitable occasions to the neighboring markets and 
was an interested participator in all that went on in 
these assemblages—the whole thing that filled his 
mind was “the show” of cattle. He honored his fath- 
er’s business in this and went about it to learn it, 
_ being nothing of a task, came naturally to 

im. 

A Hundred Years Ago. 
, The first glimpse we obtain of him at this period 
is in a letter written June 6, 1823, from Ardlaw, 
in Buchan, by George Black—Ardlaw being the home 
of William’s mother, whose name was Ann Black, as 


has already appeared; and this.George was therefore 
William’s cousin. George writes: “I expected to 
have had to fulfil my promise to write long before 
this; but it appears my service is not wanted at pres- 
ent. When my leave expired on the 23rd of April 
they wrote to me, desiring me to report the state of 
my health, and since that time I have heard nothing 
more. I design to do myself the pleasure of spend- 
ing some time at Tillyfour, if I am allowed to re- 
main; no doubt the country will be in a more agree- 
able state than it was when I was last up. In the 
meantime I would be happy to see you here. You 
could come down to Aikey fair where I could come 
and meet you. This is now the time to see the coun- 
try and certainly this part of the country appears as 
well at present as it can. Crops of grass and corn 
have the appearance of luxuriance. My friends here 
are all well; and I hope to hear the same good ac- 
count of those at Tillyfour. If you have leisure I 
would be obliged if you would write me by Mr. Cowie 
who says he expects to be here about the end of the 
week. Present my respects to Mr. and Mrs. McCom- 
bie, and to Mr. Charles. I do not forget in my good 
wishes the younger branches—also my respects to Mrs. 
Geddes and her family, and believe me to be Dear 
William very truly yours.” 

This letter is interesting if for no other thing than 
that it refers to Aikey Fair—that great fair on the 
brae where those innumerable humlies that William 
often spoke of were gathered from the four “airts” 
and found a quick sale among the farmers in the 
near southern counties and the great English dealers. 
Of course it is a pity that we have none of William’. 
own letters referring to such occurrences; there was 
no thought of their being of any value in any “‘fu- 
ture” and no means of keeping copies of them, if 
they might ever have been thought worthy of that. 
The “service” referred to in this letter was that of 
the Hudson Bay Company in which Black had friends. 

Found among these letters of this date is a mem- 
orandum or certificate to the effect that, “In my 
opinion James Grant, is fully qualified to teach the 
system of running handwriting; of my writing this 
is a specimen after receiving six lessons, Tillyfour. 
To James Grant, Writing Master.’’ The ‘writing (of 
which) this is a specimen” refers to the signature in 
high, narrow but regular scrip of ‘“‘Wm. McCombie,” 
a flourish being carried from the end of the last let- 
ter right around the whole signature and ending in 
a turn-in sweep towards the point of starting. 

On Sept. 9, 1824, John Shirreff (7?) writes from 
Liggerdale, (near Easterskene), ‘‘William the bearer 
has the mare along with him. She has got the cold 
and you must take good care of her until Mr. Mc- 
Combie comes home; if you have a spare byre put 
her into it and do not bind her; give her cut grass 
and Lettier (litter ?). Don’t ride her. Let her walk 
at freedom in a house till Mr. McCombie comes 
home.” 

Now appears a statement that shows that, like oth- 
er country boys, whose homes were where bees would 
settle, had the prerogative of appropriating the 
swarm and its product as his own as the finder for 
on “8 Sep, 1824’ we have particulars of the sale by 
one who signed himself ““W. D.” of “fa scape of honey 
whose gross weight was 56 lbs’ apparently; with 
6-8 ‘“‘Tare allowed, 49 lbs. 8 from which again Deduct 
to make Honey. ... (7?) 4-8, $5 lbs. 0. oz. 9 pints at 
6 £2 14s.” This sum was “sent by Servant,” “‘W. D.” 
writing: ‘‘Dear William. The above is a statement 
of your Scape; the money of which I have sent you 
I have not got the money as I sold it to Mrs. Demp- 
ster and she being so much engaged had not time to 
pay it tonight but I hope I will receive it. I could 
not have near so much from any of the merchants I 
was offered from them only 4- and 4-6 I perhaps will 
need to give her something in when she pays but if 
this is the case I will get it from you afterwards.

parently the merchant was a local one—the bill be- 
ing settled by “Mary Hard.” The next bill is, how- 
ever, from “Charles Playfair, Gun Maker, 94 Union 
Street, Aberdeen,” and is to “Mr. McOmbie,” the 
principal items being, ‘Aug. 22 250 Caps Joyce's 
anticorrosion”; Oct. 3, the same quantity, each at 
3s 6d. Again on Nov. 3, another similar quantity of 
caps; other items being powder, shot and repairs; 
total £1 3s, 4d, signed as Paid by “CO Playfair.” 
There is a fine steel engraving of a sporting scene 
used as the artistic accompaniment to the bill of this 
‘Sportsmans’ Repository--Shooting and Fishing Tac- 
kle’’ which description encircles the impression. The 
date is 1829, and might be interesting to the present 
proprietor of the store—if such should be in existence. 

Here is the first letter from “My dear William, 
Your affectionate cousin, Jas. B. McCombie,” whvu 
had taken up the practice of “‘law’’ in Aberdeen. It 
is dated Richmondill, Aberdeen. 22nd July, 1824: 
“When your father was last in Aberdeen he had 
the kindness to invite my cousin John Boyn to spend 
a few days at Tillyfour, and he asked William or me 
to accompany him. This invitation we intend now to 
accept of and, if nothing comes in the way, John 
and I intend starting from Ross’s Little Belmont 
Street, on Monday, the 26th, July, 1824, at 4 o’clock 
afternoon, on board the Alford Telegraph, bound for 
Alford. We of course will land at Whiteley, and 
from thence proceed to Tillyfour. It is probable that 
William may anticipate us, at Tillyfour, that is, it 
is probable he may sail from the port of Richmond- 
hill on board the good ship Jess, that is, his own 
mare, on Monday morning, and of course if he does 
so, he will be there before us. .... My father con- 
tinues rather easier, and, indeed, the difference on 
him within the past week is very great.”’ 


Now Donald MacLeod, “Poor Fellow.” 

Here comes the famous ‘‘Donald McLeod, Poor Fel- 
low,” as he always signs himself, ‘“topsman for 
Mr. McCombie”’: Brimerchradam (7), March 8th, 
1827, I took the liberty of writing you these few 
lines to let you know that I am in good health at 
present and I hope this will find you the same. I 
received your letter on the sixth of March. We have 
avery wet spring. But very little snow in the coun- 
try. Throughout the course (?) of the winter there 
is great number of cattle and sheep lost with the 
I expect to see you a month before Whit- 
sunday. I was about a month or two at the school 
I shoot for Tarminants (ptarmigans). The Black 
eattle are very cheap in this country this year. The 
price of bear thirty shillings pr. Boll; meal twenty- 
five shillings pr Boll; and hay a shilling pr stone; 
and so in proportion. Excuse this hasty seral, Donald 
McLeod, Poor Fellow.” 

From Lochbuie William receives a letter from Alex. 
Cowie (referred to in Geo. Black’s letter), 1 Nov. 
1827: “I was much disappointed in not having the 
pleasure of seeing you here again partly with regard 
to wintering sheep; to examine the pasture and what 
accommodation would be necessary to them all night. 

. I ean spare some hay and straw ‘and perhaps 
one acre of turnips if required. I am of opinion that 
it’s a good place for them as there storm never lyes 
any time. . . . Likewise as there is nothing of the 
kind in this country I could get a change of pasture 
if necessary. Write me if ye know of a chance of 
any ye should bye if ye thought they would pay. . 
My brother intended to have spoke to your father 
with regard to papers of his he carried to Edinburgh. 
as David Clyne never acknowledged the receipt of 
them. . . . Have the goodness to desire your father 
when he goes to--to enquire after them and to lodge 
them in some persons hand. Who will acknowledge 
the receipt of them? By doing so you will greatly 
oblige Your Humble Svt.” 

“Edinburgh the Most Moral City in the World.” 

A letter from his brother Charles, from Edinburgh, 
in 1827, shows how the Modern Athens impressed the 
young clerical: “I have really nothing to write 
about. But as my father and mother may take it 
kindly I shall write a few lines. . . . James and I 
are quite well. Mr. Donald McGlashan, chairman, was 
very kind to us, and got us excellent lodgings very 
cheap. . . . I spoke not in the Assembly; but thought, 
and voted as I thought right, in the view of eternity. 
I shall be reckoned I dare say a complete high flyer.

William Enquires About a Farm on the Brucklay 
Estate. 


In 1830 we find William must have been seriously 
contemplating starting farming on his own account. 
In a letter dated... . “3rd Aust,” of this year, 
signed ‘William Smart,” we read: 

“[ was duly favr’d with yours sum days ago. The 
Farm of Buckapark (?) is at present Posesed By A. 
Mr Gordon; his father had a Leas of Three nineteen 
years of it—of wich I keleve ther is nerly nineteen 
years to run. Bruckly is Laird of it. Ther is a 
great part of it good land. Ten and Twelve Bolls pr 
Acker has been taken off part of it that has been 
Farmed for 200 Sum years past; the grass of it his 
fine well and (?) considered early. But part of it 
is fine middling Land. 

“The Houses wld (would) not be suficient to hold 
the Stock If the ground were all to be farmed. 

“The Dwelling house is a neat Cotedg and plesently 
Situated—none of them Sleted (slated). 

“I have no knowledge what it wld Be Let for, I 
sepos Mr. Gordon (or Garden) will be expecten A 
high rent for it, If it could be got worth the money 
it wid make A fine Farm. I Dou not hear of aney 
offers that has been made for it. 

“John Hardy? has Taken A Farm Kirktown of 
Fraserburgh for wich he pays about £375 yearly; it 
is a pretty Farm if it Be not Too Dear. But I hop 
not. 

“Boghead (?) is quit well, has fot a new Leas on 
his farm £250 Cheap he is not got A wife yeat. 

“I shuld Lick mutch to have Come and Spent Sume 
time with you, But at present it is out of my powr. 

“Am Sorry to hear that you Have ben pourly but 
hope you will get Strong. 

“I have Taken A Small Farm in this nebourhoud 
since you was hear. About 60 Ackers it is goodish 
Land and thought worth the rent. I....on Farms 
with my Lerd For Another one, and to have the One 
I pased(?) on to him. 

“Our great market Ackey was fully as good as 
was expected though prises was Small, ther was A 
good Demand for Drovers Stots and A redy Sele(sale). 

“I wid think Cattel wer At ther Lo st(?), And 
wld hop they wld improve in price. Our Crops in 
this nebourhoud is Lucken fine aboundent If good 
wether holds to take About it, ther never was Such 
A Crop in my recolection. But it will be Lit (light) 
and of Course A good Dell of risk with the bout 
Taking (?). 

“Sandy Cowie is always the Old Man, And I sepos 
will Continu—Sammy (?)

William Smart would pass fon a simplified speller, 
perhaps “‘wer he aliv todey.” His screed has given 
me more worry than any other I have yet attempted 
to deal with. He certainly wrote phonetically tho 
his “his” for “has”; and his “Dou” for “do” look 
very poetical. His capitalization and strange contrac- 
tions, ‘“‘wld” or “uld” being for ‘‘would” seem hardly 
to have been characteristic of writers of the time. 
Some of his names, even that of his own farm, and 
that William was enquiring about are difficult to 
decipher. The “Lerd” of Bruckley was not then a 
Fordyce I presume. It would have been strange had 
William taken this farm—a contemplation that would 
arouse a chain of thoughts as to how it would have 
altered his career and whether he would have ever 
been able to receive Fordyce of Brucklay; his Parlia- 
mentary colleague of the eastern division of the coun- 
try, as his guest there instead of at Tillyfour. But 
what makes this letter of interest aside from this, is 
the mention in it of Aikey Fair, the price of stots 
as being at their lowest yet the demand good with a 
ready sale ‘for, Drover’s stots’ and of the glimpse we 
get of William’s father expected at Mintlaw to buy 
a score of stots; and of Jeames Anderson with his 
great drove at Barnett, in company with the “‘man 
who had taken Bethelnie’—Bethelnie being a famous 
Williamson farm. The word “stots” seems to be here 
equivalent for the term “runts” elsewhere, formerly 
in use, meaning “young oxen”. 

Whether William went to see Bruckpark (?) does 
not appear; but we know that he must have been in- 
stalled by his father as tenant of Tillyfour itself in 
the year 1830. In a letter William Dunn, merchant 
in Aberdeen who married ‘Helen, a daughter of Will- 
iam McCombie in Lyntork.” Of date 29th April, 
1831, I find him outlining his plans, for Mr. Dunn 
writes: ‘I have your much esteemed favor of yes- 
terday this morning informing me of your designs 
regarding what you intend to do with your farms 
on which you are about to enter and in passing I 
may say your plans appear to me to be wisely di- 
gested and I sincerely hope and wish you every suc- 
cess in your every undertaking. You mention that 
besides the £500 you are to receive from your father, 
that you will require another £500, to borrow which 
I would suppose is as little as you can do with and 
from what I can judge by the outline of your plan 
given me in your letter. I think the sum should be 
sufficient with good management and economy which 
I doubt you will attend to. I shall show your cousin 
William your letter as you desire me but I know 
quite well that instead of him having any money to 
lend he needs a great deal to borrow for himself. 
If you can have no hopes in getting any part from 
him farther than he might be security for you I think 
that your uncle Peter could make a shift to lend you 
the whole sum you want, say three hundred pounds 
any time in May you might require it, as he has his 
cash account in the Com. Bank upon which he can 
operate on an emergency and the other two hundred I 
think he will be able to raise by the month of Septem- 
ber which is the time you will require it. You speak of 
getting cash at as little interest as possible but I do not 
think your uncle will give it under 414 per cent as 
I know he refused to lend £200 last week to a reput- 
able House here although they may offer 5 per cent 
and a highly respectable minister of the church of 
Scotland for security. Your uncle will no doubt re- 
quire security from you which I suppose you will have 
no difficulty in getting to his satisfaction. This I 
should think would be the best plan for you providing 
it can be proceeded with as it would leave your cous- 
in Wm. open to assist you occasionally by discounting 
a Bill for you and see a prospect that it would be 
for your. advantage. You should advise with your 
father and come to town to make what arrangements 
are necessary in time and not leave things to be done 
on the spur of the moment. It gives all friends here 
much pleasure indeed to hear that your father is 
much better and that all your other friends are in 
their usual state of health. Uncle Peter (sixth son 
of William McCombie, in Lynturk, and elder brother 
of Charles, William’s father) is still but very frail 
indeed often very unwell. Mrs. McCombie is tolerably 
well; but my wife and I are far from being well. I 
am in haste, my dear William very respectfully, 
yours.”

The Ratio of the Meat Supply and Demand. 
(Continued from page 3) 

pigs. Unfavorable weather also may mean 

that there will be higher mortality among 

the young pigs, which, in turn, means that 

hog production or supply will be smaller. 

The weather may affect the demand side 
also, but usually in a much smaller way. Hot 
weather usually turns consuming taste to 
boiled ham and other ready-to-serve pro- 
ducts, while in cold weather, roasts, stews, 
and similar dishes will be in greater demand. 

When the country is prosperous, people 
seem to eat more meat and other foods than 
they do when hard times are a-knocking at 
the door. And so, when prosperity changes, 
meat demand also changes, either up or 
down, whichever way prosperity goes. Such 
changes of course, definitely affect the ratio 
that I am talking about. 

Normally, about 10 per cent of the meat 
and a little better than one-third of the lard 
we produce is exported. However, conditions 
abroad may be such that meat demand falls 
off. The result is that more meat is sold 
at home, and the supply-demand ratio 
again affected. During 1924, our foreign 
trade in meat and meat products showed a 
decline of some 10 per cent as compared 
with the year before. As a consequence, we 
Americans had some 200 million pounds of 
meat added to our domestic supplies. 

These, and many other things, may hap- 
pen to affect either the supply of meat or 
the demand for it. And what affects one, 
affects the other, for if the supply is added 
to, and the demand remains stationary, it is 
a fundamental law of economics that prices 
will decline. On the contrary, if the supply 
is shortened or the demand increased, prices 
are bound to increase. 

It will be interesting, I am sure, to you to 
consider exactly how these forces work to 
set the prices which you pay for your meat. 

From what I have said before, you know 
that the supply of meat and the demand for 
it are not the same from day to day or year 
to year. Various factors are constantly ef- 
fecting changes in either or both supply and 
demand. 

People are of loss to understand the fre- 
quent vatiations in prices. Thev won¢er, for 
example, why a cut of meat bringing a cer- 
tain price on a certain day should sell for 
several cents less per pound a few days lat- 
er. 

The reason is simple: There has been a 
change in the ratio of demand and supply. 
Perhaps farmets sent more hogs to market 
than thev did iast week. This increased the 
supply of pork chops and cemand remained 
the same. With more pork chops on the 
market than there was cemand for them, 
prices naturally moved lower. Lower prices, 
vou know, usually move goods, and meat be- 
ing a perishable product must be sold 
promptly. 

It may be that there was no increase in 
the actual supply of pork chops. For no ex- 
plainable reasons, hundreds of thousands of 
housewives may have decided to serve ham 
or pot roast or lamb stew instead of pork 
chops, and the consuming demand for pork 
chops, as a result, may have declined. 

It also works the other way, of course, and 
when demand increases and the supply re- 
mains the same, prices move upward. But 
it happens as frequently one way as the oth- 
er. 

These ups and downs of prices also occur 
in the live stock market. When large sup- 
plies of animals arrive, the tendency is for 
prices to decline, unless demand for meat 
suddenly expands. Meat, except for a rela- 
tively small part of it that is cured, such as 
hams and bacon, must be marketed prompt- 
ly—it won’t keep forever—and the packer

Two of the three agricultural industries 
of Montana, sheep and grain, have operated 
profitably during 1924. Twelve principal 
crops show an aggregate value of $38,000,-

Mixing skimmilk powder with nine 
times its weight of water gives a product 
that cannot be distinguished from the fresh 
materials. Undoubtedly these substances 
have an adaptability for the calves in the 
herds from which whole milk is sold.

Iowa Cattle Feeders 
Hey Day 


The date has been set. Iowa Cattle Feed- 
ers’ Hey Day is March 27, 1925—Friday. 

A most cordial invitation is extended to 
you, and we hope you may spend the day 
with us, say the men at the head of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department. 

Ten groups of two-year-old steers have 
been on feed since November 13th. These 
cattle have been receiving ten different ra- 
tions, and are demonstrating the place of 
such feeds as linseed oilmeal, mineral mix- 
tures, molasses feed, corn silage different 
kinds of soybean hay, alfalfa hay, and of 
course corn, in the fattening steer’s ration. 

Last year soybean hay did not make a 
particularly good showing. This year three 
different kinds of soybean hays are being 
fed,—early cut Manchus harvested when the 
beans were only partially mature; Manchus 
cut when the beans were practically mature; 
and a mixture of late cut forage varieties, 
mostly Peking. Which one of these soybean 
hays will make the best showing, and will 
this showing be as good as where alfalfa hay 
is fed along with the shelled corn and lin- 
seed oilmeal? The steers will show you on 
March 27th—Friday—Iowa’s Hey Day for 
Cattle Feeders. 

Will it be profitable to add a mineral mix- 
ture containing spent bone black, limestone 
and potassium iodide, to the ration? And 
what happens when some sand is added? 
Will steers get enough salt from a compress- 
ed block or should common flake salt be add- 
ed? Will a prepared molasses feed replace 
linseed oilmeal in the ration of these two- 
year-old steers? These experimental steers 
will, in combination with their feed and cost 


records, give an answer to these money- 
making questions. 

Expert cattlemen, buyers and sellers from 
the Chicago yaids, will place actual valua- 
tions on the cattle, give talks, and answer 
feedeis’ questions. The packers will be rep- 
resented. Marketing and markets will be 
discussed.
